’ Mr. McBride hesitated a few minutes and 
finally replied :, ‘* If a satisfactory scale could 
be agreed.“on work will be resumed 
instanter.”’ 

_ The representation of operators here today 
was by no means full. A great many promi- 
nent mine owners were not here at all. The 
Consolidated Coal company, which owns 
eighty-three mines in Illinois and is headed 
by Charles Ridgely of Springfield, was -not 
represented in the meeting. Mr. Ridgely’s 
position is simply this: Heis ready at any 
time and at all times to attend conferences 
with coal operators in the same line of busi- 
ness as the company with which he is con- 


_ nected, but he refuses to recognize the Na- 
tional Executive Board of the Miners’ Union. 


An effort will be made to induce Mr. Ridgley 
to forego his feelings in the premises, but 
there is ng reason to believe he will weaken. 


Hardships of the Strike.

WAR OF EXTERMINATION DECLARED. 


Clearfield Operators Declare They Will 
Mine Coal Despite Unions, 

PuILaDEtpuia, Pa,, May 28.-+[Special. ]— 
** We will start up our mines at 40 cents per 
ton if adeputy has to guard every miner with 
arifie,”’ was the answer of the soft coal opera- 
tors today at their megting in this city to 
consider Gov. Pattison’s scheme of arbitra- 
tion. The operators represent the 
Clearfield, Beech Creek, and Broad Top 
regions on the eastern slope of 
the Alleghenies, extending from _ the 
Maryland to the New York lines. A few 
years ago the operators ‘“ blacklegged”’ the 
district and reduced the wages of the men to 
40 cents a ton. The miners now ask 50 
cents, as against the 70 cents asked for by 
the men west of the Ohio River. The miners 
paraded the streets of Osceola and Phillips- 
burg-today, flaunted banners, declaring they 
would not go to work, and dared the operat- 
ors to import outside labor. 
operators were in session in Philadelphia, 300 
miles away; declaring a war of extermination. 
The outcome will be bloodshed. 


NO AGREEMENT AT PITTSBURG. 


One Company Holds Out Against Any 

Compromise with Miners. 

Pirrssure, Pa., May 28.—[Special.|—The 
meeting this afternoon of the Ways and 
Means committee of fifteen coal operators 
appointed last week to adopt a basis or plan 
to settle the strike disagreed and nothing was 
done. The New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
company refused tosanction any overtures 
towards a compromise on the basis of 65 cents 
a ton for mining. The other operators fa- 
vored the scheme and will so report to the 
general meeting of operators to be held in 
the Chamber of Commeérce tomorrow. The 
meeting may adopt a resolution to compro- 
mise at 65 cents. The local miners’ officials 
say the private reports they have from IIli- 
nois, Indiana, and Ohio lead them to think 
the strike will be ended within a week. 


STOCK OF SOFT COAL DECREASING, 


As a Result the Price Is Steadily Climbing 
Up in Chicego. i 

News from the conference at Springfield 
was awaited with much interest in the coal 
trade yesterday. It was said the supply of bi- 
tuminous in this city was not sufficient to last 
mere than ten days even after the current re- 
ceipts were. added to it. Coal was quoted at 
$4 to $4.25, with sales reported at the latter 
figure. The demand, which was exceedingly 
sharp, took the shape of inquiries for hard 
coal late in the day. It was predicted that 
unless a settlement of the strike is made with- 
in a week numerous consumers will have to 
contemplate the use of anthracite. 

‘* Either the strike will be settled or oper- 
ators will put outside men at work in the 
mines and give them protection,” said W. P. 
Rend. “Iam confident of this. I have great 
hopes that the strike will be settled. The 
miners’ families are suffering. In many 
places they are almost starving. There are 
5,000,000 people dependent on the mines, 
It will be unfcrtunate if operators are obliged 
to put outside men at work, for disturbances 
will follow; but mine owners are deter- 
mined,”’ 

Col. Rend says the report that he had de- 
cided to put imported laborers into his mines 
near McDonald Station, Pa., was a mistake. 
He is not interested in the Jumbo mine, -hhe 
says, although the owner thereof is Col, 
Rend’s partner in other enterprises. 


MINERS PLAY AT PHILANTHROPY, 


Secretary McBryde Graciously Permits the 
Loading of Coal for a Hospital. 

CoiumBus, O.; May 28.—[Special. }—Secre- 
tary McBryde said tonight he had hopes the 
Springfield, Ill., convention would result in 
calling another national convention of oper- 
utors and miners that would bring abouta 
settlement of the strike. 

The United Mine Workers of America this 
afternoon received application from C, L. 
Poston & Co. of Nelsonville for permission to 
dig and load thirty cars of coat for the Co- 
lumbus State Hospital. Dr. A. B. Richardson 
certifies that the institution has only enough 
coal to run until June 1, and says: ** These 
unfortuuates are innocent sufferers, some of 
them membersof your own organization in 
the past, and we hope you may give us the re- 
lief asked.”’ Permission was granted,

Terre Havre, Ind., May 28.—Indiana 
troops propably will be called out tomorrow 
to force the removal of coal over the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois and Evansville and Terre 
Haute railroads. United States Marshal 
Hawkins arrived here tonight with fifty writs 
of injunction for the striking miters at Ly- 
ford, who have several car loads of coal) side- 
tracked. on the Chicago and. Eastern 
Illinois railroad. The attorneys for 
the railroad declare if Marshal Hawkins 
is unable to get the coal moved the matter 
would be put into the Federal courts and 
troops asked for immediately. At Shelburn, 
on the Evansville and Terre Haute railroad, 
Sheriff Milis of Sullivan County served in- 
junction writs on twenty miners who still 
refused to allow the sidetracked coal cars to 
be moved. 

InbDianaPouis, Ind., May 28.—[Special.]— 
General Solicitor Lyford of the Chicugo and 
Eastern Illinois railroad went before Judge 
Baker in the United States Court today and 
secured a temporary restraining order against 
the strikers at Lyford, Vigo County. The 


| order was issued in chambers and kept sub 


rosa until tonight. Theattorney got the order 
on the grounds that the strikers were violating 
the, inter-State commerce law in interfering 
with the company’s trains by sidetracking 
cars loaded with coal from Kentucky and 
farther South consigned to Chicago. Satur- 
day atrainof thirty cars was sidetracked at 
Lyford by 400 Clinton strikers. Mr. Lyford 
reported that all effortsto move the train were 
futile, and the railroad company wanted au- 
thority for taking deputies to Lyford and 
force the strikers to stand back. The order 
was nade returnable in the United States 
Court here June 7. 

Braziu, Ind., May 28.—[Special.]—A crowd 
of 300 miners is stationed at Fontanet on the 
Big Four and they stop every freight train 
that. passes over the road and makea thorough 
examination of the box cars to learn if any 
coal ig being shipped. Last evening they 
captured a train in which was one car marked 
“perishable freight.’’ The miners forced 
entrance into the car. discovered that it wus 
coal, and promptly sidetracked it, Today 
reports from Clinton and other points north 
say the miners are arming and organizing to 
resist any attempt the Sheriff and his posse 
may make to secure coal which they have 
sidetracked and have now in their possession. 

The Chicago and Eastern Illinois and Big 
Four officials, it is said, have called upon the 
Sheriff of Parke County for assistance in se- 
curtmg captured coal. However, as the miners 
pare weil armed and so great in number it is 
thought the Sheriff’s force will be quickly 
driven back. In thatc ase the officials will 
ask Gov. Matthews to send the militia to their 
aid. 

The Board of Trade of this city issued a 
call this evening requesting a committee of 
miners to meet them to endeavor to persuade 
the strikers into allowing four large brick and 
other pipe factories which are nowidie for 
wanut.of fuel to operate their mines. Last 
night several cars of coal on a branch of the 
Vandalia near Searlville were emptied, the 
fuel being dumped along the track. The 
owners in this city are also watching the 
Vandalia and assert they will stop and side- 
track every car of coal it attempts to trans- 
port. 

Crantox, Ind., May 28.—[Special. ]—Na- 
tional Secretary McBryde of the United Mine 
Workers yesterday telegraphed to the striking 
miners at Lyford that they must release the 
train of coal they had captured and pushed 
along the sidetrack behind the hills where 
the New Kentucky Coal company has its 
| mines. Today National President McBride 
telegraphed to the same effect, and this even- 
ing the men held a meeting to vote on the 
proposition to release the coal and decided to 
hold it. 

There is no doubt the men are well pro- 
vided with arms and amniunition, and | it is 
said they have a large supply of dynamite 
which it is feared may be used to destroy the 
train of coal rather than. permit it to be sent 
to Chicago. 

The farmers are supplying free the prod. 
ucts of their farms to the strikers and the 
New Kentucky company has kept its store 
open, giving the men credit for what they 
buy. Tnere was no word here today of the 
proceedings in the United States Court at In- 
dianapolis. The men do not believe Gov. 
Matthews will send the militia.

BULLETS FLY THICK AT MINONK, 


Switch in Front of a Train. 

Minonk, Ill., May 28.—[Special.]—A striker 
threw a switch here this morning directly in 
front of an Illinois Ventral freight train. In 
an instant weapons were directed at him. 
Bullets from revolvers and rifles flew about 
the daring strikers head, while buckshot and 
other kinds of pellets discharged from shot- 


not hit is one of the inysteries. He was, how- 
ever, quick!y arrested and is‘now in jail. He 
is Henry Myers, and be had a good position as 
cableman in the Ames shaft here. He was out 
this morning trying to keep the Hliinois Cen- 
tral from moving a train of coal. With him 
were 200 desperate Poles, but the railroad 
carried its point, thanks to the presence of Col, 
Culver and three companies of the I. N. G. 

It was a strange scene when daylight broke. 
Two hundred yards north of the station is the 
Santa Fé crossing, where all trains on either 
road have been stopped since last Suturday. 
Onasmall grass plat near the crossing were 
200 Poles trying to keep warm by-a bonfire 
of ties. All these men carried weapons in 
sight. Nobody knows what they had con- 
cealed. In frontof the station were Sheriff 
Tool and a bandof deputies armed with 
rifles, revolvers, shotguns, and clubs. Down 
on a sidetrack was the train to be moved out. 
Halfamile east in camp were Col. Culver 
and his militiamen. 

At 6 o’clock Division Superintendent Mc. 
Court was ready to make the attempt to 
move the train morth. Engineer Wells and 
Conduetor Kerlin with engine No. 431 and 
nine cars, eight loaded and one empty, were 
to run the gantlet. Only two of these cars 
were loaded with coal. They were consigned 
to Dubuque, Ia., and had been ut this place 
since Suturday. The other loads were lum- 
Word was passed to the deputies and to 
Col, Culver that the @art was to be made and 
at the same instant the 200 Poles knew it.

In a few minutes a crash was heard at the 
extreme south end of the long platform.

The 200 Poles and a few Americans now 
made a move. Some ran down the track 
ahead ef the train, while others again gath- 
ered on the crossing. Women joined them, 
and then Col. Culver gave another order. The 
three companies separated. .Une went with 
the train to the county line and the other two 
did some maneuvering among the Poles. 
They tramped forth and back in all direct‘ons 
about the crossing ana orushed agafhst the 
strikers who were too slow in moving. But 
not a stick or iron rod was raised, not a voice 
was heard from a striker, and in ten minutes 
the crossing was deserted and the two compa- 
nies started south to theircamp. When the 
last set of fours was a hundred feet from the 
crossing a few straggling strikers found their 
voices and a feeble aftempt at a jeer was 
made, but it was weak and discouraging and 
nobody paid any attention to it, 

Attempt to Ditech the Train. 

Meantime the train, guarded by the depu- 
ties, was moving slowly to the county line. 
Just beyond the dump of the Ames shaft was 
a switch, and it was here Henry Myers made 
his foolish attempt to ditch the train. The 
switch was not locked, and just as the engine 
was a few yards from it Myers dashed to the 
switch-stand and threw thelever. Engineer 
Wells saw the move andin a second his train 
was still. Then came the fusillade. Somebody 
yelled: “Shoot him! shoot him!” and 
the doputies evidently took the cry for a com- 
mand and blazed away at Myers, who left 
the switch and walked north along the track. 
Deputy Jim Welsh rushed ahead when the 
firmg had ceased, and when he tried to arrest 
Myers the latter insisted that he was on his 
way to Rutland, the next station, and he ob. 
jected to being arrested. His protest, how- 
ever, was of no avail, and he was handed over 
to a guard, while the deputies marched on to 
the county line with the train. 

Meanwhile James Smith had been arrested 
by some deputies. Why he was taken into 
custody nobody seemed to know, but he was 
locked up with Myers. Smuith declared he 
was doing nothing, but Sheriff Tool approved 
of the arrest and both men were marched 
back to town, when Myers engaged as 
counsel J. M. Fort, editor of the Minonk 
Blade. Mr. Fort is a candidate for Congress 
and it was he who persuaded the strikers to 
let a coal train pass on the Santa Fé a few 
days ago after the strikers had side-tracked it. 
Myers and Smith were released late this even- 
ing on bond. 

Threats are freely made against the men 
who did the shooting, and several have been 
advised to leave town, Several of the depnu- 
ties have declared since the affair that their 
cartridges were blanks, ahd judging from the 
| peculiar manner in which Myers was missed 
there may be some truth in the assertion, 


REFUSE TO WORK UNDER GUARD, 


Pana Miners Quit Until the Military Is 
Withdrawt from the Town. 

Pawa, Ill., May 28.—[Special.]—Gov. Alt 
geld sent all the troops away from here this 
(evening and perfect quiet has been restored. 
‘The town, however, will not be able to re- 
\cover from its foolish fright of last Saturday 
for some time. The farce of bringing State 
militia to suppress a bloody riot that existed 
only in the minds of a few wildly excited men 
‘developed an intensely laughable condition of 
things today. When the time-came- for the 
miners to go to work at 7 o’elock this morn- 
ing only 160 out of 800 went into the pits. 
The others refused to take up their tools be- 
cause of the presence of the militia. 

The American and German miners said they 
did not want to be considered on strike, but 
were opposed to working under military 
guards when there was no reason for it. They 
all expressed a willingness to return to their 
labors as soon as the soldiers left town. Then 
was made an appeal to the Governor to get the 
boys in blueaway from Pana as quickly as 
possible. Thev departed at 7 o’clock. The 
Sheriff has deputized 150 citizens to act when 
called upon in preserving the peace. Coi. 
Bayle at the request of Mayor Hayward tele. 
graphed the Governor to send these deputies 
all the arms he could spare. 

In the meantime some 300 of the foreign 
miners, mostly Poles and Frenchmen, who 
recently joined the union, held a meeting and 
decided not to return to work until the strike 
is settled.

Compound lard 
is composed of tallow and stearine, which re- 
quires something to make it soft and pliable, 
and cottonseed oil has furnished this require- 
ment. This applies the same tothe manu- 
facture of butterire, wherein oleomargarine 
and milk form the base and cottonseed oil 
the medium of proper consistency. 

The new oil is promised to be less expen- 
sive. more healthful, handled easier and of the 
same valuable properties as cottonseed oil. 
The owners of the patent elaim to be able to 
supply all demands within thirty days from 
today and big contracts have already been 
made. The process was discovered by Alex- 
ander W. Winter, a specialist in lard refinery 
and oil plant business. Speaking of the ad- 
vantages of his compoufd, he said: 

Advantages Claimed for It. 

“By the new process the oil is ready for 
use when received at the consumers’. No 
stock need be carried, as it will be supplied as 
required, and it can be marketed much cheap- 
er than cottonseed oil. The latter is quoted 
at 35 cents, and while we cannot now tell just 
what the new oil wil] cost on the market it 
will be way below that figure. The patent is 
not for sale. We license the packers to use 
the process. We intend to protect our patent 
and have written to packers all over the coun- 
try, inclosing a copy of the letters patent and 
announcing that all rights would be upheld. 
We have already been approached by the cot- 
tonseed oil people, who seek to control the 
patent, but that is impossible. Therefore we 
expect a big fight. Will the new process af- 
fect Southern interests? Undoubtedly so, but 
we are not looking out for the interests of any 
other than our own industry.” 

There is no company formed and no stock, 
as the three men named are associated as in- 
dividual one-third owuers.

Waite was 
anxious for arbitration. He says if there is a 
fight he merely will have the troops stop it, 
but they will not act as guards for mine prop- 
erty. Ex-Policeman Hobart, second in com- 
mand in the squad of deputies organized here 
and sent to Cripple Creek, returned today to 
recruit men to take the placee of deserters, 
Fifteen of the original force refused ta serve 
longer on account of the hardships to which 
they were subjected. 

Information has been received from Cripple 
Creek that, even had the strikers been driven 
from the camp, the men who took their places 
in the mines would be in imminent peril. 
Every mine in which there has been trouble 
is “loaded.”’ Large quantities of dynamite 
have been stored in the shafts back of the 
timbering by the strikers and hidden wires 
were attached charged in such a manner that 
they can be exploded, and every person in the 
mines might be instantly killed, while the 
men who start the Lattery remain out of 
sight.

Kenneth F, Sutherland Comes Back from 
Canada to Keceive Sentence. 

New Yorr«, May 28.—([Special.]-—Fright- 
ened out of his hiding placein Montreal, 
Can., by the preparations which were being 
made for his extradition on the felony indict- 
ments found against him last week, Kenneth 
F. Sutherland, the former Police Justice of 
Coney Island, secretly hurried to Brooklyn 
and today gave himself upto thelaw.

New York Business-Men Will Hold a Big 
Meeting=Adopt Resolutions, 

New Yors, May 28,.—(Special.]—The busi- 

ness-men’s mass-meeting to protest against 
the income tax will be held in Carnegie Music 
Hall Friday night. The preliminary arrange- 
ments were made in the directors’ room of 
the New York Life Insurance company this 
afternoon, Every New York member of 
Congress was officially invited to be present 
at the mass-meeting. Then these resolutions 
were adopted : 
_ Wrereas, itis proposed, after nearly thirty 
years of peace, toenact a law taxing incomes, a 
measure which has never been resorted to in 
this country, peo in time of war; and, 

Wuereas, In addition to a tax upon individual 
incomes it is proposed to lay a tax of 2 perceatum 
per annum on the net profits or income above 
ordinary working or operating expenses of ail 
banks, bear institutions, trust companies, 
saving institutions, fire, marine, life, and all 
other companies; therefore. 

Resolved, That we protest against the proposed 
legislation in any form as unnecessary and inde- 
fensible for purposes of revenue in time of peace, 
as inquisitorial in itg provisions and unjust in 
its discrimination, and as socialistic in principle 
and tendency, since it places a double burden 
upon enterprise, economy, and thrift.

Democratic Committee Discusses the Dif- 
ferences Between Ward Leaders.

WRIGHT'S SUIT IS OUT 


APPELLATE OOURT SUSTAINS JOHN 
OUDAHY’S ASSIGNMENT POSITION. 


Petition That the Packer’s Property Ge to 

- Charles L. Hutchinson as Assignee for 
All Creditors Is Turned Down—Partner- 
ship Idea Not Indorsed=Walker Com- 
pany Depositors Will Get Their Cash 
Other Findings by the Appellate Jus- 
tices=General News of the Courts. 


In the legal contest between Austin W, 
Wright and John Cudahy over alleged part- 
nership losses on the Board of Tradé the Ap- 
pellate Justices have written an opinion sus- 
taining the decree of the Circuit Court, which 
dismissed the suit of Mr. Wright as to Charles 
L. Hutchinson, Ernest A. Hamill, and 
Margaret F, Cudahy, who were made parties 
defendant. With John’Cudahy they had de- 
murred to the proceedings in the lower court, 
Their demurrer was sustained by Judge Me- 
Connell except as to John Cudahy, who was 
required to answer. In his bill, filed in the 
Circuit Court, Austin W. Wright declared that 
he had paid out ‘$250,000 upon iosses in- 
curred upon the joirit ventures of himself 
and John Cudahy, and: that the to- 
tal losses reached $350,000. Mr, 
Wright asked the court to declare 
the transfer of property by John Cudahy to 
Charles L, Hutchinson as trustee for the ben- 
efit of Cudahy’s individual creditors a general 
assignment for the benefit of all creditors. 
An accounting and equitable settlement of the 
alleged partnership Josses was also asked, 

John Cudahy in effecting a settlement with 
hie own creditors assigned $800,000 worth 
of property to Mr. Hutchinson as trustee. 
Ernest A. Hamill was brought into the suit as 
a successor in trust. 

Formeremployés of the James H. Walker 
company and others who had money on de- 
posit with the company will receive their 
amounts in full under the judgment of the 
Appellate Court. The money to pay these 
claims, amounting to $40,000, is now in the 
hands of the receiver. Before the failure of 
the big dry goods house the directors assigned 
anumber of accounts to T. H. Smith as 
trustee to secure these depositors. Subse- 
quently a petition was presented to the. Cir- 
cuit Court asking that the money collected 
and kept separate by the receiver should be: 
turned over to Mr. Smith so he could execute 
his trust. This the court denied. Upon ap- 
peal the Appellate Justices reverse the de- 
cree, | 

The decree of Judge Windes dismissing the 
suit of Contractor William M. Crilly against 
the Board of Education was affirmed by the 
court. Bids had been called for masou work 
on a school-house and Mr, Crilly sent in a bid 
to do the work for $20,997. This was accom- 
panied by a certified check for $630. As his 
was the lowest tender the board awarded him 
the contract. He refused to accept this, how- 
ever, claiming that there was a clerical mis- 
take in itand that the arount should have 
been $23.907. Then the board declared the 
deposit of $630 forfeited and let the contract 
to the next lowest bidder for $24,200. 
Suit was commenced by Crilly to have his 
bid corrected and decreed by the court to be 
a bid for $238,997. and he asked for the re- 
turn of his deposit. The Circuit Court dis- 
missed the bill. In affirming the order the 
Justices say: ‘* The law imposes upon us the 
protection of what the parties deliberately 
put into their written contracts. We are not 
permitted to allow such writings'to be over- 
thrown by the corroborated testimony of an 
interested witness.”’ 

An opinion of Justices Shepard and Water- 
man affirms the decree of the Circuit Court 
which dismissed the suit of H. B. Tibbetts 
against the West and South Town Street rail- 
way company. Mr. Tibbetsis the owner of 
100 feet frontage on Lewndale avenue, be- 
tween Twenty-second street and the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad. He sought 
toenjoin the company from laying tracks 
upon the avenue. The court holds that his 
remedy would lie ina court of law. Other 
opinions delivered by the court included:

IN A PARTY TANGLE, 


DEMOORATS KNOW NOT WHAT TO DO 
ABOUT THE SENATORSHIP. 


Well-Defined Hope by the Country Stal- 
warts That Cook County Candidates 
Will Get Into a Row ana That an Out- 
sider May Be Nominated—Cable, Per- 
haps, in This Event—Executive Commit- 
tee of the State Central Committee Dis- 
cusses the Apportionment Question. 


Three important factors in Wemocratic 
State politics were in town yesterday and the 
movements of each were shrouded in more or 
less mystery. One was the Executive com- 
mittee of the State committee, one Gov. 
Altgeld, and the third Ben Cable, who has 
played such a prominent part in the Cleve. 
land administration, and who is now men- 
tioned as a candidate for United States 
Senator. Gov. Altgeld locked himself /up in 
Parlor 8 at the Palmer House and was only” 
seen by two or three of his most confidential 
advisers. One of these was John W. Lanehart. 
Ben Cable bobbed about town like a man 
shooting quails, and was not seen by any man 
he saw first unless it was his special desire to 
meet him. He registered at the Richelieu, 
The members of the Executive comunittee 
were summoned by Chairman Phelps by tele- 
graph, and met in secret session at the State 
headquarters in the Palmer House, and the 
proceedings were guarded with double effort 
to prevent a leak. The only information 
given out was to the effect that the meeting 
was to discuss the situation in the apportion- 
ment litigation. 

Whether Mr. Cable and the Governor were 
in conference could not be ascertained. In 
response to all cards sent to the Governor’s 
room came back the same ly: 


“ Please call at the Unity Building tomor- 
row. 


Senatorship Bothers Them. 


It can be authoritatively stated that the 
matter which is just now bothering the three 
‘* graces,’’ whose movements were surrounded 
with so much mystery yesterday,.is the United 
States Senatorship. It can also be stated on 
good authority that, so far as a good number 
of the members of the State commit- 
tee are concerned, it is settled that 
Congressman-at-large Andy Hunter is. the 
ideal candidate. A few are inclined to ex- 
Congressman Nic Worthington of Peoria. 
The great problem is; how can Cook County 
be persuaded to forego its claim to the Sena- 
torship? The hope is that the Cook County 
celegation in the State convention will be so 
divided among candidates residing in Chicago 
as to lose its strength. This makes ‘the 
coming county convention amost important 
factor. The State politicians would glad! 
avert a Senatorial nomination in the State 
convention if possible, but they are. afraid it 
cannot be done. They have not, however, it 
is said, given up hope, and if sentiment is not 
too strongly pronounced in this direction it 
may safely be stated the effort will be made, 

Just how much the Senatorial question was 
discussed in the Executive committee meet- 
ing could not be ascertained, but there is no 
doubt that some attention was given to it. 
Among those present were: 

Chairman Delos P. Phelps, Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioner Thomas Gahan, Secre-

Eyes Upon Cook County. 


During the day the name of nearly every 
candidate for United States Senator was can- 
vassed, and much was said as to the probable 
action of Cook County. It seemed to be-the 
general belief that the delegation would be 
unable to agree upon a candidate, unless the 
county convention indorsed some one. Those 
most feared seemed to be Judge Tuley, 
Franklin MacVeagh, and ex-Judge Moran.

Hunter and Worthington are tne favorites of 
the committee, but Ben Cabie is re- 
garded as a dangerous candidate. The 
latter is intimately associated with Chicago 
and,on a pinch, might be called a Cook 
County man because he has large interests 
here and spends much of his time in this city. 
He belongs to several of the leading clubs of 
Chicago. The members of the State com- 
mittee and some persons closely associated 
with Gov. Altgeld strongly maintain 
that he is not a candidate for 
United States Senator, and _ that 
he will not accept the seat, if elected, Others, 
in a position to know, say that he is a candi- 
date. The fact that some of those who op- 
pose a nomination in the State convention 
say Gov. Altgeld is not a candidate would 
give color to the statement that he is, as it 
would hardly do for a Governor to accept a 
convention nomination. . 


Keports on Apportionment Suit. 


Attorney-General Moloney was present at 
the morning session of the Executive com- 
mittee and with Chairman Phelps reported 
as to the progress made in the apportionment 
suit. The committee apparently was highly 
rleased with the decisions thus far and its 
members profess to be confident the Supreme 
Court will decide the present appor- 
tionment law constitutional oh the hear- 
ing next month. It was learned, how- 
ever, it was decided to employ 
special counsel to make the argument before 
the Supreme Court. It was reported that 
Lyman Trumbull was the man selected, but 
the ex-Senator was seen last evening and said 
the matter had not been mentioned to him. 
The fact that special counsel is to be employed 
would seem to indicate the committee is not 
so confident of success as some of its members 


say. 

Anetier matter.discussed was the arrange- 
ments for the State convention, .which will 
meet in Springfield. June 27. All the detuils 
were gone over and a Temporary Chairman 
and retary selected. Who were agreed 
upon could not be learned, but it is said the 
Chairman is not a Cook County man, and 
that he is comparatively unknown. He has 
not been prominent inthe State conventions 
of the party. 

Secretary Nelson’s Statement. 


Secretary Nelson made this statement re- 
garding the meeting: 

We discussed the apportionment matter and 
some things that are necessary to be done in that 
connection, all relating to the character of the 
suits. The members of the committee are at ease 
over the outcome of the suits. The apportionment 
has been sustained in the lower court and 
there is no reason to expect an adverse decision 
from the Supreme Court when it takes up the 
issue next week. Our committee has been a par- 
ty tothe suggestion of the Governor calling a 
special session of the Legislature in June to head 
off an adverse termination of the contest and 
to: set aside the present apportionment by 
thé adoption of another. Our mémbers 
from the first have expected the bill to be main- 
tained by the courts, and have been content to 
take matters as they come. We have not taken 
up the Senatorial nomination; the committee 
has referred that question to the county conven- 
tions, whose delegates will settle the same in 


States convention according to their instruc- 
tions. ;

‘FEAR OF COMPETITION 


WEST SIDE STOGKHOLDFRS WORRIED 
OVER NEXT YEAR'S BUSINESS. 


Elevated Competition Looks More Serious 
than They Have Heretofore Calculated 
On—Aliey Elevated Expenses Now Ruan- 
ning from $1,200 to $1,400 a Day= 
Statement of the Chicago Packing and 
Provision Company=Earnings of the 
G, H. Hammond Company. 

The strength of West Side stock proved 
short-lived. There was reason for that in the 
fact that the advance had behind _ it little 
more than a small boom manufactured at the 
hands of a few Stock Exchange rootn traders. 
But there was reason for weakness to be found 


-in more important places than the Stock Ex- 


change floor. The rapid way in which the 
Metrupolitan Elevated is pushing toward com- 
pletion is causing investment holders of the 
street railway stock todo a little more care- 
ful figuring than they have before as to just 
what this new competition may mean for 
them. The Elevated people are confident that 
the road will carry 100,000 passengers a day. 
Suppose that number is scaled down half,and 
there is certainly every reason to believe that 
the road will, when in operation to the end of 
its down-town terminal, carry much more than 
50,000 passengers a day, the effect on West Side 
traflic will be easily seen to be serious. ‘The busi- 
ness that the Metropolitan company may do will 
come almost altogether out of the traffic which 
the surface railway company is now doing. The 
elevated road will not create new traffic but will 
divert it. The estimate of 50,000 passengers a 
day, which must be extremely low, means then 
that the gross receipts of the West Side company 
will be cut into more than $900,000 a year, 
and that means that net receipts will be 
reduced by the elevated competition more 
than $400,000. The strongest friends of the 
Surface company admit that it has at present 
allitcando to earn 9 per cent, while others 
doubt seriously if the company is earning 
that. If the net reyenue is to be cut into 
$400,000 by elevated competition, and the éarn- 
ings now are only barely equal to.paying the 
dividend, it can be easily seen why investment 
holders of the stock should feel less secure in 
their position than they have heretofore. Every 
one feels contident that the 9 per cent dividend 
rate will be maintained this year. for Mr. Yerkes 
has definitely promised to the stockhoiders that 
it will be, and his bookkeepers are undoubtedly 
equal to that task. While that rate is main- 
tained there are plenty of peopie who will not 
look further in mak their estimate of the 
value of the stock, bufthere is undoubtedly a 
growing disposition among investment holders 
to give more importance to the effect of elevated 
com petition in the future. 
_ Alley elevated traffic has been showing some 
increase in the iast few days. The managers look 
for considerable improvement on account of 
several summer attractions which are to be 
opened shortly along the lioe. A Miniature Venice 
is to camer the site of the Buffalo Bill Wild 
West, and the Boynton water railroad, also an 
amusement importation from London which is 
expected to attract a good many people, will be 
on the line of the road. Alley Elevated expenses 
have been sharply reduced of late and they are 
now said to be running from $1.200 to $1,400 a 
day, As the receipts are now about $1,900 a da 
there is a fair margin for interest charges, al- 
though of course not nearly-enough. Itis easy 
to see, however, that it does not require an im- 
paeeole improvement to put the road on a pay- 
asis. 

he Lake Street statement for April is puzzling 
some of the people who were told about the large 
increase in traffic which resulted duri the 
month from the opening of new stations. Stock 
Exchange bulis several times told about new sta- 
tions being opened and the remarkable increases 
resulting therefrom, but the average for the 
month proved to be but 660 passengers more 
than in Mareh. 

The G. H. Hammond company limited shows 
opeurnge for the year ending March 31 of £52,000 
after the writing off the debenture interest and 
interest on the floating debt. This compares 
with earnings of £97,000 for the preceding 
twelve months. The issue of the regular report 
and the holding of the annual meeting of the 
stockholders wiil be deferred until the Chairman 
of the company. who has just come here to look 
after the business of the company, returns to En- 
giand. No dividend was paid on the preferred 
stock last year and it will of coursé be impossi- 
ble to pay any this vear, so the arrears, which 
amounted March 31 to £111,000, will go on ac 
cumblating. 

The high prices paid for some issues of West- 
e6rn municipal bonds recently have led to the 
Sti. canent that municipal bonds are selling on a 
higher basis than ever before. That is true, how- 
ever, of only the less important Western issues. 
In 1890 bonds of Dayton,. O., were selling.on a 
3 9-16 basis, against 4 1-16 now; Minneapolis 
3%. against 4 per cent now; Kansas City 3 11-16, 
against 4; and Detroit 3%, against nearly 4. 

he Metropolitan Telephone company of New 
York has put in its new basis of charge for tele- 
phones in private residences. The metallic cir- 
cuit telephone, which now costs $240 a year, 
may be obtained on and after June 1 at $150 a 
year. But this does nat give the subscriber the 
right to use his ‘phone all he pleases. After he 
has s@nt 1,000 messages he must pay from 5 
to 15 cents for each additional message sent be- 
fore the beginning of the next year. 

At the annual meeting of the Chicago Packing 
and Provision company held in London May 18 
Chairman Ashworth suid: Concerning the 
Chicago Packing and Provision Solunan thease 
ed, of London I have butjijittle to say. The fig- 
ures of the balance sheet and profit and loss ac- 
count are before you, and the only item therein 
which calls for attention is that of ‘‘ charges,” 
which it will be seen has been reduced is year 
to something under the sum of £950, beyond 
which point we cannot well expect it to go.

:| ROADS ARE AT PEACE. 


VEXATIOUS WESTERN RATE WAR IS 
FINALLY DISPOSED OF. © 


‘No Free Side Excarsions on Denver Tick- 
etseeEaatern Freight Shipments Light= 
Figures on Last Week's Basiness=-Mo- 
non Gets the Chicago aad Southeast- 
ern=Receiver Asked for the Oregon 
Railway and Navigatior=—Good Showing 
Made by Indiar« and Ilinois Southern. 

Westerz pussenger rate complications were 
finally adjusted yesterday and there is 9 prob- 
ability that for a time at least peace and har- 
mony will prevail. As has been stated the 
main obstacle in the way of an adjustment of 
the exctrsion rate troubles was the refusal of 
some of the roads to vote for the settlement 
of the last-named matter until a satisfactory 
arrangement had been made as regards the 
regulation of east-bound passenger affairs 
from the Missouri. River and points beyond. 

Yesterday morning the conference committee 

on éast-bound passeng?r affairs met at Chatr- 

man Caldwell’s office in the Rookery, After 


a long diseussion the representative of the 


Northwestern and. Union Pacific roads moved 
that the committee recommend no commis- 
sions be paid to the immigrant agent in New 
York on eastbound business, except on busi- 
ness from North Pacific coast points, 
where the competition ot the Canadian 
Pacific has to be met. While tnis was not 
entirely satisfactory to the other members of 
the committee, because it does not prevent 
the payment of commissions at San Francisco 
or at anv other Western gateways. yet it was 
deemed best to accept it, as the restriction as 
far as New York was concerned was con- 
sidered a step in the right direction. 

Subsequently the committee reported the 
conciusion it had reached to the general meet- 
ing of ali lines and the resolution us proposed 
by the committee was adopted. The consid- 
eration of the excursion rate compiications 
was then resumed. The request that the roads 
submit a statement as to contracts made at 
cut rates was not generally complied with, the 
Rock Island being the only line that sub- 
mitted a satisfactory statement. The propo- 
sition to divide the business between the vari- 
ous roads found many opponents and was 
dropped. Finally an agreement was reached 
covering rates ana arrangements for the 
meetings of the homeopaths, Repub- 
liean. League, Shriners, and.  wheelmen 
at Denver. The basis of. rate 
agreed upon was $15 from the Missouri 
River to Denver, Colorado Springs, Pueblo 
and return, one standard fare to be added to 
the- $15 ratete apply to and from the asso- 
ciation territory east of the Missouri River. 
Restricted dates of sale and return limits were 
adopted which will obviate a. necessity for 
making a one-way rate. Reduced rates and 
arrangements based on one standard fare for 
the round trip for Western lines with similar 
restrictions and limits were also adopted for 
the meetings of the following organizations: 
Christian Endeavor at Cleveland, Baptist 
Young People’s at Toronto, and the Grand 
Army of the Republic at Pittsburg. All side 
trips offered by Western lines from Denver 
were ordered to be withdrawn. 


EAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS LIGHT. 


Kates Are Maintained from Chicago, but 


Not from 8t. Louis, 
There was a slight improvement in east- 


bound through shipments by the all-rail lines 


from Chicago last week, but it is not believed 
the improvement will be permanent. Busi- 
ness is still exceedingly dull, and signs of im- 
provement are not discernible. The coal 
miners’ strikes in nearly all parts of the 
country are hurting the railroads serious! y, in- 
asmuch a3 many of them are suffering for 
want ofa sufficient supply of coal. Rates 
from Chicago, it is said, are fairly well main- 
tained, although the heuvy percentage carried 
by some of the so-ca!led weak lines seem to 
indicate that some manipulation is still going 
on. Much of the through business from the 
West is going by way of St. Louis, and this is 
taken as an indication that the rates from 
that point east are still being badly cut, _ 
The total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
Visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
pee and for export by the various Centra! 
raffic Association roads for the week ending 
last Thuraday amounted to 23,354 tons, 
against. 21,838 tons for the week previous, 
and 25,997 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. Flour shipments last week were 
1,249 tons, against 2,535 tons for the same 
week last year: grain, 14,821 tons, against 
7,077 tons last year; provisions, 7.284 
tons, against 6,385 tons. The percentages 
carried by the various roads were as follows: 
Baltimore and Ohio, 7.9; Big Four, 4.4; Chi- 
cago and Erie, 6.6 ; Chicago and Grand Trunk, 
20.6; Lake Shore, 10; Michigan Central,

WALSH IS A TRUE-BLUE BOURBON. 


He Declares for ¥ree Trade, Free Silver, 
and Wildcat Money. 

Wasningtror, D.C., May 28.—The Senate 
spent eight hours today discussing free lum- 
ber. The debate was upon Mr. Hale's prop- 
osition to transfer lumber to the dutiable list 
at McKinley rates. Senators Frye and Hale 
of Maine, Perkins of California, and Mitchell 
and Doiph of Oregon, whose States are most 
particularly affected in the lumber industry, 
occupied the major portion of the time in the 
support of Mr. Hale’s amendment. 

Mr. Waish, the new Senator from Georgia, 
delivered a carefully prepared speech on the 
general subject of the tariff. “* The Senators 
from the South,” he said, ‘tare asking this 
body to simply carry out the pledges inade to 
the people by the Democratic party to reform 
the tariff, and in connection wth the tariff 
reform bill they champion an amendment to 
it which provides for a tax upon incomes. 
The South favors the income tax, not from 
sectional or partisan motives, but because it 
is equitable and right. It is believed to be 
right not only in the South, but by the people 
in every section. The Wilson bill as amended 
is a compromise, and will be so construed and 
accepted.”’ 

In reference to the silver question, he said:

RUSSIA MUST ABIDE BY TREATIES, 


Its Refusal to Admit Rabbi Krauskopf May 
. Cause Strained Relations. 
Wasuineton, D. C., May 28.—Resolutions 
to be subniitted by Representative Rayner of 
Maryland to the House tomorrow will recite 
that the Russian Government has denied ad- 
mission to.that country of Rabbi Krauskopf, 
an eminent Hebrew ecclesiastic of Philadel- 
phia, and that this action by Russia isa breach 
of the treaty which gives American citizens 
right to enter, sojourn, and travel in Russia 
the same as Russian citizens are admitted to 
this country. The resolution will ‘direct the 
State Departinent to make a demand on Rus- 
sia for the tull observance of the treaty, and 
in case of a refusal. will direct the severance 
of all treaty relations with Russia. Dr. Kraus- 
kopf came here recently. and was accompanied 
by Representatives Tracy and Straus in calls 
on President Cleveland, Secretary Gresham. 
and other officials. It was then arranged 
chat Secretary Gresham should notify the 
Russian Government of Dr. Krauskopf’s pro- 
osed visit and ascertain if there was any ob- 
jection. The résponse came quickly that the 
Czar’s officials could not permit the visit. 
Mr. Rayner now presents the question of the 
treaty right of an American to go to Russia 
without reference to his religion or former 
nationality. The proposed voyage of Dr. 
Krauskopf was for the aed en of visiting the 
nine provinces within which Russia restricts 
the Jews and to ameliorate their condition. 


BRITAIN AND THE MOSQUITO CHIEF. 


Reasons That Prevent the Kestoration of 
Clarence at Bluefields. 
Wasuineton, D. ©., May 28.—The Navy 
Department today received a report by mail 
from Capt. Watson of the San Francisco on 
the course of events at Bluefields up to May 
19. In this report he describes the escape of 
Abuello. the murderer of the American, Will- 
iam Wilson, and makes it very clear the Nic- 
araguan Commissioner, Lacayo, permitted 
the murderer todo about as he pleased and 
made the faintest pretense of keeping him 
imprisoned. Capt.. Watson does not refer 
to the restoration to power of Clar- 
ence, the Mosquito Chief and former 
Governor of Bluefields. and therefore it 1s as- 
sumed that the report that such a course was 
in contemplation between the British officers 
is based solely on the excited imagination of 
the Bluefields people.

REPORT ON TAXATION OF VESSELS, 


Interesting Memoranda Compiled by the 
Commissioner of Navigation.

QUESTION OF STATE SOVEREIGNTY, 


De Armond’s Bill Touching Power of Fed- 
eral Courts Causes Controversy. 

Wasutneton, D.'C., May 28.—Something 

of a controversy over the State sovereignty 


question has been stirred in the House Judi- 


ciary committee over a. bill: introduced by 
Representative De Armond of Missouri to de- 
fine the duties of Federal courts regarding 
contempts, which provides that State. county, 
or city officers shall not be punished for re- 
fusal to collect taxes or assessments 
under the judgments rendered by Fed- 
eral courts against States, counties, 


or cities where the levying of such taxes or 


assessments shall be contrary to the laws of 
the State, as construed - by its highest courts. 
The biil has been favorably reported from the 
committee by the Democrats, and Represent- 
ative Wolverton of Pennsyivania,in the re- 
port giving the views of the majority, explains 
that it is intended to prevent a Federal court 
from overruling the laws of a State by com- 
pelling a State officer to violate them. In 
many of the States, it is explained, there is a 
limit to the indebtedness which may be con- 
tracted or collected without the consent of the 
people, therefore judgments beyond a certain 
amount could not be secured through State 
courts and the Federal courts are sometimes 
resorted to. The minority report character- 
izes the measure as objectionable, vicious, 
and unpatriotic, one that strikes a bluw at 

ood government and would deprive the 

udicial Department of the power to enforce 
its decrees and nullify the purport, for which 
it was established. It is characterized as an 
effort to revive the exploded doctrine of State 
sovereignty. 


MR. BAILEY IS AGAINST A BOND ISSUE, 


He Will Try to Prevent Another Issue of 
Government Securities. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., May 28.—Representa- 

tive Bailey of Texas will again bring forward 


his resolution questioning Secretary Car- | 


lisle’s authority to issue bonds to meet cur- 
rent expenses in case another bond issue is 
determined upon. The Bailey resolution ex- 
cited much comment when the recent issue of 
$50,000,000 bonds was made. Mr. Bailey now 
says he will endeavor to call up his resolution 
on the first intimation that official action is 
being taken on another sale of bonds, and he 
expresses confidence that both the Senate and 
House will pass it if it can be be brought to a 
vote. The majority report of the Judiciary 
committee on the resolution states that it 
appears too clear for argument that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury was authorized to issue 
bonds only to enable him to provide for the 
redemption authorized or required in that 
act; there is a piain limitation on che right to 
issue bonds. A minority report agreed with 
the proposition that the proceeds of bonds 
should not be used for current expenses.

Capt. Sampson Testifies Touching the Doc- 
toring of Armor Plates. 

WasainctTon, D. C., May 28.--Capt. Sampson, 
Chief of the Ordnance Bureau, Navy Depart- 
mont, today resumed his statement before the 
House committee investigating armor plate 
frauds. Capt. Sampson detailed the charges 
made by Mr. Wailace, a Pittsburg lawyer, repre- 
senting a half-dozen employés of the Carnegie 
works. None of the witnesses at the second hear- 
ing at Homestead had material information to 
add to that aiready given by Sill. Mr. Buck testi- 
fied to a practice in the Carnegie works of so fix- 
ing specimens as to give the government a false 
record of the tests. Buck testified that the falsi- 
fications continued until Jan. 1 last. Another 
employé testified that the practice had always 
existed. Other workmen swore that the practice 
had continued until orders were given by Mr, 
Frick to discontinue it. This order was in turn 
executed by Supt, Schwab, who knew of the 
practice. 


Supt. Schwab’s Responsibility. 


Chairman Cummings asked: “ Did you unearth 
any testimony locating any of these irregularities 
on Supt. Schwab?” ‘‘Not directly,”’ said Capt, 
Sampson, “but from the circumstances of the 
case it was impossible that he should not have 
known of the irregularities.” ‘‘Has_ he been re- 
moved?” asked Mr. Cummings. ‘His position 
has been changed,” responded the witness, ‘* but 
I understand he will be removed.” Capt. Samp- 
son negatived the charges that bolts and screws 
of defective sizes and shapes had been used in se- 
curing armor plate. It was found that there was 
nothing in the charges. This closed Capt. Samp- 
son's testimony. 


Bill to Aida Wisconsin Settlers. 


The House Committee on Public Lands has 
ordered a favorable report on the bill introduced 
by Representative Lynch of Wisconsin, affecting 
settlements on public lands under what is known 
as the stone and timber act. The bill is de. 
signed to give settlers clear title to their lands 
where the Interior Department has not already 
taken action to enforce the law. Most of the 
land involved in the bill is in Wisconsin. 


Siam Needs Implements. 


Consul Boyd, at Bangkok, says that owing to 
protracted floods the rice czop of Siam does not 
amount to more than 65 to 70 per cent of a full 
crop and the quality is 90 per cent.

Michigan Suffers the Most, Small.Fruits 
Being Especially Injured=Iiinols, In- 
diana, and Wisconsin Also Suffer—The 
Kansas Crop ReporteVerdict Returned 
in the Indianapolis Bank Wrecking 
Case Holding Both the Coffins anda 
Reed to Be Guilty=Northwest News. 


Derrorr, Mich., May 28.—| Special. ]—After 
the terrific rain-storm of yesterday afternoon, 
when tender vegetation of all sorts was beaten 
into the ground, the mercury began to drop, 
and before morning had falien below the 
freezing point in nearly every part of Michi- 
gan Lower Peninsula. Water was frozen to 
a thickness of an eighth of an inch in many 
places. Spring wheat is teported to have been 
seriously injured by being beaten down by a 
rainfall of three-quarters of an inch and 
blighted by the heavy frost. ona 4 vegetables 
and small fruits were undoubtedly seriously 
injured. There is considerabie diversity of 
opinion as to the harm done to grapes, pears, 
peaches, apples, and cherries, but as a whole 
the opinion is that they pract.cally escaped. 

Hoxtuanp, Mich., May 28.—(Special.]— 
Heavy frost fell here last night, injuring corn 
and potatoes seriousiy, destroying tender 
garden vegetables. Fruit having set is con- 
sidered safe unless heavier frosts should fol- 
low. Mercury was down to 32° this morning. 

Decatur, Mich., May 28.—[Special.}—This 
section was visited by a severe frost last night 
which did much damage to fruits and vege- 
tables. Cereal crops also received consider- 
able injury. 

Scnooicrart, Mich., May 28.—|Special 
Correspondence.}—A heavy frost last night 
ruined gardens.

Light rains have also fallen in the Kaw Valley, 
eust of Saline. Very light rains id the Solomon, 
Republican, and Verdigris Valleys. The frost of 
the previous week caused much damage in 
lowlands, cutting corn, potatoes, and gardens. 
Its peculiarity was best exhibited in the 
cornfields, where some hills were cut down. while 
adjacent hills were untouched.

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VERDICT IN BANK-WRECKING CASE, 


Both the Coffins and A. 8, Reed Are Found 
Guilty at Indianapolis. 

InDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 28.—The verdict 
in the bank-wrecking case is as follows: 
‘“*We, the jury, find the defendants, Francis 
A. Coffin and Percival HK, Coftin, guilty as 
charged in all the counts of the indictment, 
and Albert S. Reed guilty as charged in the 
counts from 37 to 46 inclusive.’’ These three 
defendants have been on trial for wrecking 
the Indianapolis National Bank, which insti- 
tution suspended payment last July. Ex- 
Attorney-General Miller immediately moved 
a new trial and Federal Judge Baker will hear 
arguments Monday next. As Foreman Joseph 
Trotter handed the sealed verdict to Cierk 
Butler the countenhanees of the 
three defendants gave <=o sign of 
emotion or excited interest. The 
Indianapolis Cabinet company, with branches 
in. the East and in London, has through the 
men just convicted secured from the Indian- 
apolis National Bank about $375,000 on 
practically worthless paper. The jury was 
out eighteenshours. The verdict was, in the 
public mind, anticipated, except in the case 
of Reed, who, though considered technically 
guilty, had in his favor extenuating circum- 
stances which it was thought might lead the 
jury toacquit him. The defendants were re- 

uired to furnish bond as follows: A. S. Reed,

, THE COAL STRIKERS’ RIOTS. 

The Huns, Slavs, Italians, and other alien 
Anarchists who are engaged in the present 
coal strike are making war not upon the coal 
mine operators but upon the people of the 


' State of Illinois. ‘They know that the stock of 


coal is runnimglow, ahd in some places has 
pecome almost exhausted. ‘They believe that 
if they can carry out their purpose they will 
inflict enormous damage upon the people, 
They hope to send every family to bed hungry 
for lack of fuel with which to cook their food ; 
they hope to close mills and factories; to stop 
railroad trains from running; to shut off sup- 
plies of water in cuse of fire; to stop electric 
cars, and electric lighting, and all electric 
processes dependent upon steam. In a wesd, 
they think they have the community by the 
throat—a community which has had no quar- 
rél with the.n; but rather has expressed sym- 
pathy for them as long as they acted within 
the limits of the law. 

‘These Anarchist strikers think they have 
th@chance, and seem disposed to improve it, 
of throttling the public and of inflicting al- 
most incalculable harm upon four million 
people of Ilinois who in the past have had 
friendly disposition towards them. They 
quitted the mines at the behest of conspiring 
demagogue leaders in. Ohio and Western 
Pennsylyania. To carry out the plans of the 
latter they not only have refused to mine coal 
themselves but to allow others tu mine coal 
who are willing. They have clubbed, and 
stoned, and killed them. They have destroyed 
property. They have damaged mines. They 
have seized coal trains and stopped them from 
proceeding to the end of their journeys. They 
have menaced the lives of operators. They 
have threatened the use of dynamite to kill 
men wanting to move or minecoal. They 
have boldly preached the doctrines of anarchy 
and are now practicing them. 

At last the situation has beeome so serious 
that the reluctant and socialistic Governor of 
Illinois has been obliged to call out the mili- 
tia to defend the law, property, and citizens. 
How ¢erious it is is'shown by that fact alone, 
since the socialistic Governer has no sympa- 
thy with the rights of property (except his 
own) or with the use of the militia inits de- 
fense. Itistime now, however, that Gov, 
Altgeld should rise to a sense of his public 
duty. It is time for him to realize that he is 
not the Governor of coal mine operators or 
of coai mine workers, -or of Anarchists and 
anarchistic sympathizers, but of the people of 
Illinois, whose rights have been invaded by 
these vandals. Itistime for himin behalf 
of the citizens of tne State of Illinois to teach 
these anarchistic aliens a lesson on the ability 
of the people to maintain and protect their 
rights and enforce the laws which those of 
them who may survive their attempt to sub- 
vert them will remember as long as they stay.

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HATCH PROVED TO BE WRONG. 

The Board of Directors of the St. Louis 
Merchants’ Exchange is entitled to the honor 
of having made what probably is the best 
‘reply to the Hutch anti-option bill that has 
been offered. It denies the§bill to be one of 
revenue, and shows by statistical figures that 
the tax collectable on the trading of any 
one year under the Hatch bill, according to 
his own claim as to volume of, trading, would 
not amount to more than $20,000, or tess 
than the cost of collecting. In regard to the 
claim that the bill would relieve the producer 
from the destructive competition by short 
selleis to which hé is now subject, the 
memorial says that the Chicago market for 
wheat, the one in which the great bulk of the 
‘short seliing is admitied to be done, 
averages 3 to 6 cents per bushel 
relatively higher than any foreign market, 
and relatively higher than all other markets 
of this country, with the exception of the 
milling centers of Minneapolis and Duluth. 
The claim that the law of supply and demand 
has been deprived of free action by the prac- 
tice of short seiling is replied to by the state- 
ment that the law as applied to the grain 
trade, if divorced from speculative tradifg, 
clearly would result in a-lesser price for the 
article. In the City of Chicago there is stored 
nearly one-third of the visible supply of wheat 
in the United States, and it is selling at 3 to 6 
cents per bushel above what it would sell for 
if shipped to any foreign market in the world. 
And for nine months in the year grain that is 
graded will sell for 1 to 2 cents per bushel 
more than the same grain could be sold for 
by sample,. because speculation gives to it 
that additional value through its uses in fill- 
ing contracts, 

The memorial points out that “ the good 
results of speculation are unconsciously ac- 
knowledged” in the allegation by Farmer 
Hatch that the prices of farm products are 
broken down here by short sales made by 
foreign merchants for the purpose of insuring 
themselves against possible loss on_ pur- 
chases of Indian, Egyptian, South Amer- 
ican, Australian, and Russian products. For 
it says if our prices were not held ata parity 
above what the produce could be bought for 
elsewhere there would be no inducement for 
the foreigners to seliheré. “ If the European 
buyer finds our market so much higher than 
others in which he can secure his supplies and 
uses the markets of this country in which to 
make short sales it is because the speculators 
of this country by their speculations are hold‘

An often-quoted section of the election laws 
says the ballots shall be sealed up, shall he 
kept sealed for six months, and shall be de- 
stroyed then, still unopened, except that in 
case of a contest the packages can be opened 
and the contents examined. It is the conten- 
tion of the Democrats and it is the opinion af 
the three Judges who turned the Election 
Com missioners loose that this provision for- 


bids the examination of ballots except in.

If they could be opened for no other put- 
pose why did the Legislature require them to 
be ‘carefully preserved ”’ for six months? 
That seems a very long time when the period 
within which an election contest must be 
begun is so brief.

In the cas¢ 
of a contest regarding any other office suit 
must be begun in thirty days. | 

There was an election early last month. Al; 
dermen and town officers were voted for. It 
may be that some one of the defeated Alder;

For these 
and other equally offensive statements Prof. 
Smith was suspended from the ministry by 
the Cincinnati presbytery. He appealed to 
the Ohio synod, but in vain, for it sustained 
the action of the presbytery. Then he made 
his appeal to the court of last resort, the Gen- 
eral Assembiy, and that body last week de- 
nied his appeal. 
shut in his face. He is on 
good unless he recants and declares that what 
he believes to be true is not true. He has 
joined Briggs, who was put out, and Ecob and 
Swing, who went out voluntarily, 

It is not unlikely that Preserved Smith an- 
ticipated the fate which has overtaken him, 
for he had the benefit of other examples of 
the summary manner in which the church 
handies its heretics and keeps up its dis- 
cipline. His fate should be a warning to 
Prof. Swing, if in his leisure moments he has 
pleasing fancies of once more occupying a 
Presbyterian pulpit. He must remember 
that he has been a greater offender than 


Briggs, Smith, or Ecob; that the specifica- 


tions of heresy presented against him by 
Brother Patten are longer and more danger- 
ous than those of the other three taken to- 
gether; and that unlesshe has been going 
backward with startling rapidity all these 
years he would pass a phenomenally unsuc-.

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BLENDED SOCIALISM AND IMBECILITY.

They are putting on as many 
airs as the rebels did and, like them, all they 
ask is “let us alone,” so they may manage

DEMOCRATIC CHARGES AGAINST VILAS. 

The senior Democratic organ of this city, 
owned and managed by'the sons of ex-Mayor 
Harrison, gave up a page of its space Satur- 
dey to what is called *‘an exposé of the 
career of William F. Vilas,’ whois now the 
eenior Senator from Wisconsin.

Senator Vilas at once because he is “a man 
whose public and business careers are alike 
tainted and unwholesome, a traitor to both 
friends and party.”

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WOMAN’S FEDERATION WORK AXD 
POLICY. 

In Tue Trisune of Sunday Mrs. Henrotin 
of this city, recently elected to the Presi- 
|} dency of the Federated Women’s Clubs in 
| Philadelphia, expressed at some length her 
| views in regard to the work to be done by the 
| clubs and their members. She says the fed- 
eration has not for its object the agitation of 
'“woman’s rights,’’.the hastenfng of woman 
suffrage, the elucidation of dress reforin, the 
| pushing of the temperance reform, “or any 
other specialty.’’ She holds that the objects 
are educational, ethical, and sociel, and that 
_ the federation will not trayel outside the tri- 
angle of virtues. It is composed of 375 
clubs, having an aggregate. membership of 
iabout 65,000, These were represented at the 
, meeting by the great women of the country— 

those who wield the most influence. They are 
banded together not for any one cause or pur- 
pose, but along the lines of general culture, 
illustrating the philosophy of general co- 
operation for a moral and educational cause, 
The federation is to be charged with the work 
of organizing State and city clubs where they 
do not exist? already, and the iocal club will 
carry on its own work in whatever way seems 
good for it to do. They simply have to be in 
sympathy with the work of women. 

The advantages of federation were forcibly 
shown in the emergency work in Chicago last 
winter, which in the opinion of the speaker 
kept the city from anarchy.| The clubs opened 
work rooms for women, and together they 
called the Emergency Association into being. 
They gave no charity, but' wages for work 
done, and made a wonderful record. They 
gave the woinen 50 cents per day and a sub- 
stantial lunch at 12 o’clock for work done 
| from 9a. m.to4p.m. Theyhad an emer. 
gency fund which they applied in cases of 
chattel mortgage and evictions. Every fami- 
ly represented by women working in these 
rooms was Visited and the circumstances as- 
*certained, children sent to school, and clothed 
by the Children’s Aid Society. Many of the 
clubs arranged for addresses or lectures to the 
‘women in the afternoons, and they now have 
on necerd the names and addresses of all who 
were assisted for future use and reference 
as circumstances may require. 

Mrs. Henrotin thinks the municipal govern. 
ment is a thing which the women’s clubs 
in the cities could inquire into with great ad- 
yantege. They could take up the pubiie school 
question and concentrate their power on that. 
They could accomplish much by visiting the 
gchools and seeing how many of the rooms 
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tion of a certain amount of manual training, 
with a hope of removing the now standing 
disgrace of native-born children being kept 
out of the trades by unions largely controlled 
by skilled foreign labor. Then she says the 
untidiness of towns, especially in the West, is 
a constant source of discouragement and an- 
noyance to the citizens. “If the clubs would 
turn their attention to improving the condi- 
tions and the beauty of the cities this country 
could be made outwardly as attractive as any 
of ‘those abroad, and it would take but a very 
short time.” 

Mrs. Henrotin takes the sensible ground that 
woman already is liberated to the extent that 
she can do and accomplish entirely what she 
chooses to do, and all that she is fitted for. 
She knows of no laws that are actually en- 
forced that work any hardship to women, the 
one or two objectionable laws remaining on 
the statute books being virtually non-existing. 
Woman “needs nothing more in the way of 
legislation,”’ and the policy of the wise woman 
is not to ask for it. Woman has the ad- 
vantages that man has, but is not yet special- 
ized to the high degree that he is. Thatis a 
matter which will come out all right within 
a few years. Thousands of girls in our uni- 
vergities are studying the higher mathematics 
and almost all the advanced lines of art and 
education, and there is no réason why these 
should not be just as efficient as the men. 
The club associations formed and to be 
formed are expected to do good to their mem- 
berg as well as to others. They are to take 
the women of the smalier communities out of 
their old lives and bring them into sympathy 
with the life and the great movements of the 
time. Education will come by this great 
force, and the sense of its power will give the 
needed. courage to many women to under- 
take the new duties that are coming into 
their lives. __ 
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ENORMOUS USE OF SILVER AS MONEY. 

A stock question with advocates of free sil- 
ver coinage at a ratio which would render bi- 
metallism of gold and silver impossible is the 
following: “Is there enough gold in the 
world to supply its money needs now that 
silver is demunetized?’’ 

Not a fewof them profess to think the 
question is unanswerable except in the-nega- 
tive, when the fact is it requires no answer, 
si: ce the conditions assumed in putting it do 
not exist. On the contrary. not only is silver 
not displaced from its use as money, but the 
whole metallic money in the United States in 
particular and the European world in general 
hasafar greater buying power in the mass 
than it would have if the demand of the_free 
coinage monometallists were granted—unless 
the effect of international free coinage Would 
enhance its bullion value. 

The New York Tribune almanac for the 
present year gives in round numbers the ag- 
gregate of stocks of metal money in the prin- 
cipal countries of the world as 3,600 million 
dollars worth of gold and 4,043 millions in 
silver, the latter including subsidiary coins. 
The totals for the United States are 604 
millions gold and 615 millions silver. Of 
the world’s aggregate of silver one-half is 
circulating at fully twice its intrinsic value. 
It is doing double duty, buying, or able to 
buy, twice as much goods as the metal in the 
coins is worth as bullion, this being rendered 
possible by the sustaining power of gold. The 
other half of the silver coinage of the world 
nray be said to circulate ** on its merits.”’ In 
countries such as Mexico, China, and India 
the silver coin will buy goods worth as much 
as the silver they contain. 

Roughly speaking there are two billions of 
silver domg duty at double its bullion value, , 
and another two billions doing money work 
atits market value. If by the adoption of 
free silver coinage on the terms demanded all 
the silver money became ‘‘ good”’ only to the 
amount of the bullion value of the coins, as 
is the case in free coinage Mexico, the change 
would subtract one billion dollars from the 
buying power of all the silver money in the 
world, even if the gold were not driven out of 
money use by the cheaper silver, Then it 
would be necessary to bring in as much ad- 
ditional silver as would make two billions of 
our dollar coins, in order to restore the total 
effective power of the money to its present 
working value, and during the time required 
to make such addition there must be a muck 
greater scarcity of money force for the pur- 
chase of goods and the employment of labor 
than exists to day. 

In the United States the financial stringen- 
cy caused by the proposed change would be 
far greater than the average loss to the rest of 
the world. We havein circulationa total of 
nearly 1,125 million dollars in silver coins, 
silver paper, United States notes, and national 
bank notes, all of which would sink to a buy. 
ing power of less than 50 cents on the present 
dollar of values. That would be a loss of 
nearly 575 millions, or about equal to the 
gold stated to be in this country. Hence it 


| would be necessary to add at least 1,150 of 


the new basis dollars, each worth less than 50 
cents of present money, in order to restore the 
effective volume of money in purchasing 
power in this country to what it 
is today. That addition would be two 
and a quarter times the sum which “‘Gen.’ 
Coxey has demanded shall be issued in 
fiat paper for the construction and improve- 
ment of roads. The result might be a great 
stimulus to the production of silver ag well’ ds 
to the printing of paper money to fill the 
void, but what would the people do in the 
meantime? Their industries and commerce 
would be paralyzed for want of the nioney 
capital requisite to the conduct of business. 
They would be for years in a worse slough of 
despond than any which has been passed 
through in this country in the present century. 
And all this depression, with the misery it 
would entail, would be suffered for the sake 
of allowing a few silver monometallic theo. 
rists to have their own way in trying to prove 
that “‘ cheap’’ money would be to the advan-

PRACTICALLY all the silver extracted from 
the earth, except that used in the arts or lost, 
is in circulation as money. One-half of the 
whole amount is circulating at its bullion 
value ag determined by the market price of 
the nations, and the other half has a buying 
power fully twice as great as that due to its 
intrinsi¢ value, This amounts toa big dis. 
crimination in favor of silver instead of one 
against it,as the Populists and cranks con.

United States alone on a basis far away from 
the one that might be arrived at by interna- 
tional agreement, and for this reason they 
oppose with all their might the efforts of the

of “Sowing the Wind,” fierce in its bare arraign- 
ment of a social injustice and intensely dramatic 
in its clash between the counter elements which 
are the moving forces of a naturally impressive 
play, would be more than sufficient to save 
a much less pretentious work than that 
of Sydney Grundy’s, with which Charles Froh- 
’s stock company inaugurated its summer 
seamen at the Columbia. The silence which at- 
ded the principal scene until the fall of the 
curtain was so impressive that it amounted al. 
most to awe, and the applause, when it finally 
came, to jar upon a ehurchlike 
solemnity. Such enthusiasm after the third 
actin a fout-act play means success. “Sowing 
the Wind” is an apt title for the play, which 
aims to preach a strong moral lesson from the 
biblical dictum that the iniquity of the father is 
visited upon the children, although, subjectively, 
itis concerned rather with the reaping of the whirl- 
wind. The foregoing observation should not lead 
to the supposition that the play is oppressively 
didactic (always a greve dramatic offense), al- 
though, like the “ Magda” of the German Suder- 
mann and ‘*The Second Mrs, Tanqueray ” of the 
English Pinero, it reflects if a strong and 
burning light the image a prevalent 
moral crime. It is not, however, as 
disagreeable—one might say unsympathetic — 
as either of the two plays referred to, 
and for this reason, perchance, there will be 
fewer persons who will fancy that they detect 
traces of immorality in its plain discussions of 
problems which, while recognized and by neces- 
sity tolerated, are left by common consent out of 
comment, Sydney Grundy’s drama gains in sym- 
pathy over the two other plays in that. while they 
present a central figure stasned by moral wrong, its 
heroine is a beautiful type of lovable and virtu- 
ous womanhood, born of illegal parentage and 
fostered in an atmosphere of moral squalor, yet 
preserved by the pure and resolute forces of her 
nature stainless from the contagion of her sur. 
roundings. This noble type, this ‘‘singing girl ” 
Rosamund, is betrothed when the play opens to 
the adopted son of a tender-hearted widower, a 
man whoin his youth hadsinned against the 
social law—had loved purely and honestly, had 
been denied his love by his parents, and 
on their refusal had lived with the object 
of his love as man and wife until 
something ix. her action had justified his parents’ 
misgivings, after which he had left her, not 
knowing of tlre daughter whose parent he was. 
|The storm center of the play lies about 
the obligation imposed by Mr. Brabazon 
upon his ward, Ned Annesiey,- that 
the woman of his choice must be 
one of good repute. Firmin his resolve and re- 
inforeed by a meddling old bachelor, Mr. Watkin, 
| who is his assumed support in growing infirmity, 
vhe repudiates the love of Rosamund for his ward 
on the ground that she belongs to the Bohemia 
which is the refuge of social exiles. In the same 
breath, having learned for the first time of/a 
daughter whom he bas forsaken before he knew of 
her existence, he exclaims: “I havea daughter; 
a child of my own flesh! Spend every shilling I 
possess, but bring her back to me. I have sowed 
the wind, she has reaped the whirlwind.”’ 
The second act takes the scene to Ned Annesley's 
chambers in London, where are introduced sev- 
eral of his London associates, among. whom is a 
foppish fellow, Sir Richard Cursitor, who seeks 
maliciously to destroy the character of the 
“ singing girl ’’ in the eyes of the hero and the 
zealous Watkin, who has come to the city to turn 
the pages of Rosamund's life for the benefit of 


coming from the lodgings of Cursitor, and out of 
the accusation follows a forcible scene betwten 
the girl and Annesley, who demands an explana- 
tion only to learn that the girl has laid herself 
open to suspicion in order to pay to Cursitor 
gambling debts which he has incurred. Charged 
with her acquaintances in Bohemia she warmly 
exclaims: “Only to think that I lived twenty 
years before I knew a man worthy of respect.” 
The comedy scenes between Watkins and Sir 
Rivhatd Cursitor relieve the serious tension of 
the play, although the humor is noisy and a jar 
upon the decorum of the work. Until this point 
the secret of Rosamund’s birth has been her own, 
when the ap nee of Lord Petworth, a satanic 
(perhaps rily severely so) creature who 
has been the paramour of Rosamund’s mother, 
and whose house has been the home of her youth, 
makes the secret open. Itisa matter of regret 
that the dramatist could not have chosen a better 
means of bringing to the knowledge of 
the girl that the notorious Babe Brabant, whom 
she had known in her youth and feared because 
of her moral sordidness, was her mother. To 
her the mother had been Ellen Grey, with whom 
the horrors of Babe Brabant had not been asso- 


| ciated, But armed with the knowledge of her 


maternal parentage. if not her paternal, and 
driven to desperation by the wrong she was to 
suffer in being torn from her lover, because of 
the sin which had not been of her committing, 
Rosamund confronts Brabazon to argue out the 
injustice of his cause “ sex against sex.” 

“My mother’s is the shame,” she exclaims, 
“my father’s is the honor. My only offense is 
that I, who have no father, lived with my mother, 
Why should a woman be virtuous?” she asks. 
"Is vice tobe a man’s monopoly?” Plain talk 
this, but words that hold in their meaning the 
destiny of a woman’s life. Brabazon brings the 
forces of his argument to bear upon the question 
which the girl uses to defend his sex. His ergu- 
ment verges toward triumph, he cautions the 
girl that her mother was Babe Brabant, and seeks 
to justify her father's desertion from such a 
woman, when the girl cries, ‘‘Call my mother by 
her true name—call her Ellen Grey,” and Braba- 
zon stands crushed under the realization that he 
has been plotting against the life and happiness 
and honor of his own daughter. It is this 
scene which is the climax of “Sowing the 
Wind,” so graphic in its arraignment of an in- 
justice which society is fond of heaping on the 
unfortunate, so forcible in argument, and so im- 
pressively portrayed that its influence upon the 
audience was like a spell. 

At this point we may refer to Miss Viola Allen, 
who plays the part of Rosamund, an actress who 
has many triumphs im her art atid whose emo- 
tional abilities are concentrated to a point of 
splendid effectiveness not only in the pivotal 
scene, but throughout the play. Through the 
character shines the qualities of Miss Alien’s own 
personality, qualities which have been 
enumerated. earlier in this review. Her 
Rosamund will stand among the best things 
which she has accomplished. Henry Miller, an 
actor of sterling qualities, played the role of Mr. 
Brabazon effectively, although perhaps with an 
untoward degree of formality in the early scenes. 
Why, also, did he omit his gouty plunges after 
the first act? There was no reference of a cure 
having been effected. Mi. Faversham was an 
ardent lover, manly arid graceful in bearing and 
impassioned in acting. W. H. Crompton as Wat- 
kins, the crusty bachelor, gave an excellent char- 
acter impersonation, and Cyril Scott as Sir Rich- 
ard Cursitor brought out the loud and semi-vul- 
gar qualities of an amiable rake. As has been 
said, there may have been a jar of discord in the 
distilled sordidness of the Lord Petworth of -W. 
H. Thompson. There were other characters weil 
interpreted which another occasion will be giadly 
accepted for comment, 

A digression into a discussion of individual 
merit interrupted the explanation of the play, 
the outcome of which is obvious. A fourth act 
sees Néd Annesley and Rosamund married happi- 
ly and Brabazon making atonement for the sin 
against himself and the greater sin against his 
daughter. Sydney Grundy is too clever a craftsman 
not to tie up effectively the flying threads of the 
work from which he wove his drama. 
Technically, “Sowing the Wind” is 4a model 
drama, leading by degrees and finishing as it 
goes to a masterly climax and descending to its 
ending without producing a serious anti-climax, 
although the danger was not altogether avoided. 
The characters are strongly drawn, rounded in 
their qualities as men and women, well con- 
trasted and sufficient in their functions. The 
placing of the time of action seventy years ago, 
in the days when William IV. rnled in England, 
gave picturesqueness to the costuming and scen- 
ery, which were in every way consistent. The

Bad Cigaretsa Must Go, 


Ald. McGillen presented his anti-cigaret 
ordinance and spoke of the injury done to 
echool children by the use of the noxious af- 
fairs. He moved asuspension of the rules 
for the passage of the ordinance. The mo- 
tion prevailed. Ald. Mann tried then to have 
the ordinance,referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary. But Ald. Noble pointei out that 
he was tuo late, as the Council had suspended 
the rules.

Any person; firm, company, or 
corporation violating this ordinance shall be 
fined not jess than $50 and not exceeding $100, 
and a further penalty of $25 for each and every 
day the person, firm, company, or corporation 
persists in such violation after a conviction for 
the first offense.

The Special Committee on Church Unity 
submitted ‘its report, which was ordered sent 
down for information of presbrteries and to 
be acted upon at the next Genera: Assembly. 
It consists of the plan of federation which 
the Committee of the Association of, the Re 
formed Synod of the South, the Cumberland 
Presbyterian General Assembly, the synod oi 
the (Duteh) Reformed Church of Aincrica, the 
synod of the (German) Reformed Church in 
the United States, the synod of the Reformed 
Presbyterian Church, Generai Synod of the 
Reformed Presbyterian Church, United “res- 
byterian Genera! Assembly, and the Genera 
Assembly of the Pfe-byterian Church in the 
United States of Amer. ci, at their meeting in 
Phi.adelphia May 12, agreed to recommend 
to their appointing bodies for adoption. The 
plan is as follows: 

First—Every denomination entering into this 
union, shall retain its distinct individuality, as 
well as every power, jurisdiction, and right which 
is not by this constitution expressiy delegated to 
the body hereby constituted. 

Second—The acts, proceedings, and records of 
the duly constituted authorities of each of the ae- 
nominations shail be received in ail the other de- 
nominations, and in the Federai Council, as of 
full credit and with proper respect. 

Third—For the prosecution of work that can 
be better done in union than separately an eccle- 
siastical assembiy is hereby constituted, which 
shail be known by the name and style of the Fed- 
eral Council of the Reformed CLurches in the 
United States of America holding the Presbyte- 
rian system. 

Fourth—The Federal Council ‘shall consist of 
four ministers and four elders from_ each of the 
constituent denominations, who shall be chosen, 
with alternates, under the direction of their re- 
spoewre supreme judicatories, in such Manner as 
those judicatories shall respectively determine. 


To Concentrate Forces. 


Fifth—The Federal Council shall promote the 
coéperation of the federated denominations in 
their home and foreign missionary work, and 
shail keep watch on current religious, moral, 
and social movements, and take such action as 
may concentrate the influence of ail the charches 
in the maintenance of the truth that our Nation

His suc- 
cess seemed to encourage the colored man and he 
made bold enough to play his left three times on 
Maher's face.

ANTICIPATE THE DAY. 


MANY OHICGAGOANS DECORATE THE 
GRAVES OF THEIR DEAD. 


’ 


Local Cemeteries Crowded with People 
and Flower Venders Do a Rushing 
Business=Plants Arranged for the Sum- 
mereMayor Hopkins Issues His Me- 
morial Day Proclamation—Exercises in 
the High Schools—Confederate Veter- 
ans to Honor Their Sleeping Brothers. 


Thousands of Chicagoans yesterday antici- 
pated the Meifiorial day festival by decking 
the graves of their loved ones with flowers, 
In most cases the biooms were planted to 
last fof the entire summer. ‘he street car 
lines leading to the cemeteries were cro wded 
with passengers. The majority of these were 
women, especially noticeable for their som- 
ber attire. Nearly two-thirds of the women 
were dressed in black. Out at Graceland the 
visitors came early in the morning, and, as 
the day advanced, the stream of people in- 
creased. Nearly all carried baskets filled 
with plants and flowers. It was a good day 
for the florists along the streets leading to the 
cemeteries, The plants wore displayed on 
stands and along the sidewalk, and the gar- 
deners were busy disposing of their wares. 
The great cemetery itself looked more like a 
park than the resting place of those who have 
passed into another world. 

Assistant Superintendent Bregger said he 
had 100 men at work planting or trimming 
shrubs and lawns. As one looked down the 
long and winding roadways there was little to 
remind one of the dead. With the exception 
of the tombstones one could see nothing but 
stately elms, willows, and shrubbery, which 
added their light and shadow to the scenery. 
Here and there were seen sinall American 
flags fluttering in the breeze to mark the 
grave of some soldier who did valiant work 
for his country. Groups of men, rich and 
poor, were industriously at work making the 
last resting places attractive to the eye. Pan- 
sies, geraniums, ivy, and myrtie were planted 
with tender care. 

At one of the graves stood three women and 
three children, one boy and two girls. The 
little cnes were playing with the sod and 
plants, while two of the women were arrang- 
ing the flowers. (Occasionally there would 
ring through the air the merry laughter of 
the children. The littie folks played and 
laughed, while one of the women was stand- 
ing close by watching them tenderly, sighing 
and sobbing, almost unnoticed by her two 
companions. : 

At another grave were two women dressed in 
black with bejeweled hands. They were 
planting pansies and geraniums. On another 
lot close by was one old woman, clothed shab. 
bily, performing the same tender duty on 
another grave, 

In the newer portions of the cemetery one 
notices the absence of the coping which di- 
vides family lots. Modern methods have sup- 
planted old-time customs and the stone cop- 
ings are disappearing. They have been re- 
placed by what is known as the landscape 
lawn system. This consists of a large lawn 
without paths or walks. The lots are subdi- 
vided by a stone post driven in the ground to 
the level of the grass. The coping ‘is done 
away with and the grounds present a broader 
appearance, free from fences and obstruc- 
tions. 

At the other cemeteries scenes similar to 
those in Graceland could beseen. Rosehill, 
Qax woods, Waldheim, and Forest Home each 
had their share of visitors. Memorial day 
will find many of the graves already decked 
with flowers. 


HIS MEMORIAL DAY PROCLAMATION, 


Mayor Hopkins Orders the General De- 
partments Closed=School Exercises.

It is 
primarily a star of wint-colored enamel with 
a heavy back of gold, the’ star points lined 
with gold, On top of the center of the star is 
a wheel of gold on which is inscribed the 
monogram of Turkey, surrounded by a green 
wreath, The spaces between the star points 
are filled in by enameled green and ruby 
wreaths backed by a design of rays of gold. 
The points of the rays are covered with dia- 
monds. Above the star is a breastpin of gold 
enameled star and crescent, surmounted by a 
large bow of the Turkish colors of the order, 
This is Mrs. Henrotin’s second recognition by 
a foreign sovere gn, and an intimation has 
been conveyed her by a third foreign country 
that she will be decorated by it. 


JUSTICES OF THE PEACE ARE OUT. 


Appellate Court Dismisses Appeal of 

Frank Becker and Henry E, Wilmot. 

The appeal of Frank Becker and Henry E. 
Wilmot, Justices of the Peace of the Town of 
Lake, from the judgment of ouster and fines 
of $1,000 entered against them by Judge 
Dunne was dismissed yesterday by the Ap- 
pellate Court. This action was caused by the 
absence of any assignment of errors from the 
record of the proceedings of the lower court. 
The merits of the case have not been gone 
into by the Appellate Court. It was not until 
the court. had the case under advisement for 
some time that it was discovered that no as- 
signment of errors was attached. — It 
was upon. the felation of © James 
Murphy that the State’s- Attorney commenced 

uo warranto proceeditigs against the two 

ustices last fall. They were required toshow 
by what authority they acted in the Town of 
Lake: Aftera hearing Judge Dunne imposed 
a fine of $1,000 in each case and entered 
judgment of ouster againet them. Justices 
Becker and Wilmot had held office long prior 
to the annexation of the Town of Lake to Chi- 
eago. After annexation they continued in 
office until their term expired; when they were 
not included in the five names selected by the 
Judges of the court for the new Justices of 
the township. Under their construction of 
the statutes, however, the Justices continued 
to hold court, 

‘* The only thing left for the Justices to do 
now istotake the matter to the Supreme 
Court,”’ said State’s-Attorney Kern yesterday. 
‘* Justices Wilmot and Becker were elected to 
office after the Town of Lake became a part 
of the City of Chicago, therefore their election 
was illegal and void, for the reason that an 
act of the Legislature in 1872 gives the Gov- 
ernor of the State the power to appoint 
Justices of the Peace in this city.”’ 


PROF. DENNEY’S VIEWS ASSAILED. 


Congregational Preachers Do Not Like His 
Position on Inspiration of Scriptures. 

The liberal position taken by Prof. Denney 
of Scotland in a series of lectures delivered 
before students and professors of the Chicago 
Theological Seminary in régard to the in- 
spiration of the scriptures was attacked yes- 
terday at the weekly meeting of the Congre- 
gational preachers. The Rey. W. A. Bartiett 
of Richmond said there were signs that a 
strong reaction toward a conservative view of 
the Bible was setting in and the so-called 
higher criticism would soon be set aside just 
as the theory of probation. had been aban- 
doned. The Rey. David Beaton of the Lin- 
coln Park Church detended the higher criti- 
cism and the advanced views as to inspiration.

Students of the Northwestern Military 

Academy Begin a Tramp to Milwaukee, 

' Hieutanp Park, Ill., May 28.—[Special 
Correspondence. |—A picked company of the 
Northwestern Military Academy cadets of 
this place, in command of Maj. R. P. David- 
son, started on a week’s practical march from 
Highland Park to Milwaukee at 6:45 a. m.

They took the 
women one by one, placed them astridea 
long rail, and rode them screaming and pro- 
testing down to the mill pond at the outskirts 
of the village, where they were ducked. Aft- 
erwards their clothes were completely stripped 
from them, and in this plight they were al- 
lowed to get home as best they could. The 
‘regulation ” of the women was accompanied 
by a band of tin horns and tin pans. Two of 
the women have since left the village, but the 
third is said to have taken action against 
some of the crowd whom she recognized. 


WHY.HORSES GO LAME, 


Evils Caused by Improper Shoeing—Pointers for 
Blacksmiths. 
I have four horses which I work in light team- 
Two of them go lame every time they are 
shod. The horseshoer I patronize is accounted a 
first-class blacksmith, but something is wrong. 
Can you give me any pointers on the subject? 
TEAMSTER. 

Answer—It is found that most maladies 
resulting from horseshoeing are due to an 
uneven and unbalanced wall (all that part 
of the hoof that is visible below the hair 
when the foot is placed upon the ground) in 
connection with an undue height of the heel, 
If the heels are allowed to grow too high the 
greater part: of the weight is thrown forward 
up ‘n the bone structure of the limb and the 
bones of the foot are forced forward against 
the wall in front. 

Inflammation of the foot and soreness in 
the joints and bones soon follow such a 
.course, If the toes, on the contrary, are al- 
lowed to grow too long, then the preponder- 
ance of weight is thrown upon the flexor ten. 
dons, which are on the back side of the foot, 
and these tendons become inflamed. The 
hoofs, therefore, must be pared in such a way 
that the weight of the animal is equally dis- 
tributed between the bones and flexor ten- 
dons. If one heel is permitted to grow 
higher than the other, bruises on the high 
heel, called corns, will result. Horses with 
weak, tender, or bruised soles may for a time 
require leather or waterproof pads, but as the 
sole grows these should be discontinued. 
They are never required in healthy feet where 
the sole, which is the best’ and most natural 
protection, is allowed to grow undisturbed by 
the knife. Horses with corns: should have 
their shoes made with a wide inside web, 
which rests upon the bars, or have for a time 
a bar shoe, The last nail on the inside should 
also be dispensed with, and the seat of the 
corn or bruise carefully pared out without 
injuring either the frog or bars. 

Groggy horses should have the toe short- 
ened and turned up and the shoes made light

FIPTH WARD ALLEYS ARE A DIB- 
QRAQE TO A CIVILIZED OITY. - 


Contractor Harrington’s Work Done in a 
Most Slovenly and Negligent Manner, 
as an Inspection of His Territory Shows 
-Great Improvement in the Sanitary 

Condition of Woodlawn — Financial 
Statement of the City for April Made by 
Controller Ackerm4n. |

There is not only litter, garbage, and filth 
in alleys of the Fifth Ward, but a stench of 
pronounced character. |The fraud which the 
contractor who has the scavenger work for 
the ward is practicing on the city through the 
Street and Alley Cleaning Bureau is evidenced 
by more than 100 full and overflowing boxes, 
with accompanying litter and smell, which 
were found yesterday afternoon in a two 
hours’ drive through a portion of the alleys. 
The offensive boxes are not isolated instances 
where accidental overlook might be pleaded. 
There are whole alleys full of them. The 
service instead of being tri-weekly is semi- 
monthly.. Meanwhile the people complain, 
and occasionally they die of smallpox. 

If Supt. Schofleld of the Street and Alley 
Cleaning Bureau does not know how worth- 
less his ward inspector is, he can find out ina 
short ti:ne by traversing the alleys in the terri- 
tory bounded by Stewart and Wentworth 
avenues and Twenty-second and Twenty- 
sixth streets, nine blocks long and twp blocks 
wide. That is a large section to be complete- 
ly overlooked by the scavenger contractor 
when he is receiving pay for cleaning the 
boxes three times a week. He makes no pre- 
tense at doing it. A great many of the peo- 
ple in this section are poor. There are houses | 
on both the front and rear ends of the lots, 
and the simple folk, who Jive in little shanties 
in the rear, have no influence at the City 


Hall. Consequently, when they are at 
home the alley is _ their stree, and 
they look out upon it to see 


overflowing boxes piled with garbage, 
paper, ashes, tin cans, and stable refuse. And 
yet the city is paying Contractor Harrington 
to keep these alleys clean. He is not obliged 
to remove the stable refuse. That igs to be 
done. by the owner of the premises and it 
must be done immediately upon notification 
by the ward foreman, whois an employé of 
the Street and Alley Cleaning Bureau.| Supt. 
Schofield called all the ward foremen_| before 
him a few days ago and told them what to do 
or they would be discharged. He imight, 
with credit to his bureau, part with the ser- 
vices of the Fifth Ward man. If he-was do- 
ing his duty the contractor would not jbe per- 
mitted to complacentiy and with inipunity 
daily negleét a service, a neglect | which 
entitles him toa forfeiture of his contract. 


In the Reeking Alleys. 2 


In the territory indicated there are 2 
éast and west alleys two blocks long. Be- 
tween Twenty-fifth place and Twendy-sixth 
street a large number of unemptied garbage 
boxes were found, in the next — north. is 
a condition which makes it practically an ave- 
nue of filth. The boxes which were full be- 
gan growing so numerous that.a reporter for 

ne Trreune began counting the number 
found. Between Twenty-fourth street and 
Twenty-fourth place there are ‘twenty-seven 
boxes. The people say they have not been 
emptied for two weeks, Between Twenty- 
third place and Twenty-fourth street there 
were thirty boxes; between Twenty-third 
streét and Twenty-third place there) were 
¢wenty-six boxes. The alley, one block long, 
between Twenty-setond street and Twenty- 
second place, contains twenty full boxes. In 
the alley between Twenty-second and) Alex- 
ander streets there were only twelve boxes, 
but a majority of the lots were unoccupied. 

There is an alley four blocks long between 
Wentworth avenue and La Salle street and 
between Twenty-second and Twenty-sixth 
streets which the people who live along it say 
has not been touched for two weeks and the 
evidence of their assertions was there. In the 
rear of No, 2324 Wentworth avenue is a little 
cottage whose windows yesterday were bright 
and clean. Ona platform about six feet high 
and adjoining the aliey sat an old man trymg 
to read. His clothes were clean and so was 
the little platform which forms a:part of his 
house. But practically under his nose was a 
garbage box three-quarters full of refuse, not 
ashes, which sent up an offensive odor, | 

** It isn’t so bad today,”’ he said, ‘as it was 
last Saturday when the weather was warmer. 
Then I could hardly stand it. The scavenger 
wagon does not comé around here once in 
two weeks, and when it does it only takes a 
few shovelfuls from the tops of boxes and 
leaves the rest. I was out here when the 
scavenger came around the last time and I 
made him clean this box to the bottom, but 
he did not do the others that way, and you see 
they are running over.”’ | 


Is a Dirty Disgrace. . 


Clark street, between Eighteenth and Archer 
avenue, which forms at that place part of the 
eastern boundary of the Fifth Ward, is a dirty 
disgrace. The gutters have paper and filth 
in them, and some overflowing garbage boxes, 
which stand on the sidewalk, were seen there 
yesterday.

PULLMAN STRIKERS IN GREAT WANT. 


Appeal Sent Out for Food and Clothing for 
5,000 Persons in Need. 

The question which confronts many of the 
Pullman strikers ig how to secure food. At 
present there are 4,000 people dependent 
upon the relief committees and in @ day or 
two the supplies alzeady contributed will have 
been distributed. The'committee furnished 
supplies yesterday to more than 500 families, 
at which rate the supply wi!l hardly last over 
tomorrow. In the afternoon the following ap- 
peal was issued by the Relief committee of the 
Trade and Labor Assembly addressed to the 
public of Chicago and signed by Mrs. Braa- 
ley, Chairman, and W. M. Groves, Secretary: 

The people of Pullman are destitute and 
starving. Over 5,000 human beings are in dire 
necessity and appeal to the liberal-minded peo- 
ple of Chicago for help. Their unfortunate con- 
dition is not due to any fault of theirs. They 
have been no for their thrift, sobriety, and 
industry. The fault lies in the hard times and a 
hard taskmaster. Forced for years to work on 
starvation wages so that dividends couid be paid 
on watered stock. they have at last struck against 
the soulless corporation which sought to fatten 
on the very marrow of their bones. They struck 
against a slavery worse than that of the negroes 
of the South. These at least were well 
fed and well cared for, while the white slaves of 
Pullman, worked they every so willingly, could 
not earn onough to slothe and feed themselves 
decently—hardly enough to keep hody and soul 
together. Now that they have struck for living 
wages, for a fair day’s pay fora fair day’s work, 
they find themselves penniless with gaunt famine 
and despair staring them in the face. 
hearted, open handed citizens of this big hearte 
City of Chicago, these unfortunates turn to you 
appesiing for aid. Help them as you would wish 
to helped in the hour of affliction. Their 
cause is the cause of humanity. Their struggle 
is the struggle of honest industry against corpor- 
ate greed.
